College  Encourages  Students  To 
Expand  Learning  Through  Doing 

There  is  a  wide  variety  of  student  activities  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Calumet  Center,  only  four-year  degree-granting  college  in  the  Calumet 
Region. 

The  limitations  are  established  by  the  individual  student.  He  can 
participate  to  the  fullest,  restrict  his  activities  to  a  given  held,  or,  if  he 


chooses,  he  can  concentrate  en¬ 
tirely  upon  academic  achieve¬ 
ment. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Srnolar, 
students,  Saint 
Joseph’s  College 
Calumet  Center, 
in  the  two  years 
since  it  estab¬ 
lished  its  de¬ 
gree  -  granting 
program,  has 
become  a  stimu¬ 
lating  leader  in 
the  cultural  and 
academic  life  in 
the  communities 
from  which  its 
students  have  enrolled. 

One  such  example  of  a  student 
activity  is  this  campus  newspaper, 
SHAVINGS,  which  is  published 
weekly  during  the  school  year  by 
;a  student  staff.  SHAVINGS  reflects 
happenings  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  as  well  as  the  thinking  of  its 
faculty  and  students. 

“Our  student  organizations  and 
student  activities  are  growing 
along  with  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Calumet  Center.  As  we  see  the 
need,  additional  programs  are  de¬ 
veloped  and  projected  into  the 
college  life,”  Father  Srnolar  points 
out. 

Depending  upon  the  field  of  inter¬ 
est,  students  may  seek  membership 
in  the  Future  Teachers  Association, 
the  Commerce  Club  or  the  Fine  Arts 
Club,  each  a  stimulating  part  of  col¬ 
lege  life  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Calumet 
Center.  Others  may  desire  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  one  of  the  dramatic  pro¬ 
ductions.  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
offers  opportunities  for  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  choral  work  and  is  constant¬ 
ly  developing  new  intramural  sports 
programs.' 

Student  Government  is  one  of  the 


most  appealing  extra-curricular  ac¬ 
tivities  on  the  Calumet  Center  cam¬ 
pus.  Class  elections  and  Student 
Council  activities  provide  education 
al  opportunities  that  cannot  be  de¬ 
veloped  in  the  classroom. 

Probably  more  interest  is  shown 
in  the  many  spontaneous  activities 
that  develop  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  Calumet  Center  than  in  those 
regularly  scheduled  events. 

For  instance,  a  semi-formal 
dance  at  Christmas  time,  a  Hallo¬ 
we’en  Party,  or  a  freshman  class 
hayride  often  generates  more  en¬ 
thusiasm  in  a  short  period  of  time 
than  any  other  event  on  the  cal¬ 
endar  during  the  same  period. 

Where  college  students  assemble
